The Crops 


Although the rains of the last few 
weeks have helped out the crops 
considerable in a good many places 
they are not looking as good as we 
should like to see them. There are 
many excellent fields of grain 
around, both on dry land and _irri- 
gated, but taken as a whole the 
crops are short and thin. On 
summer fallow the crops are good 
aud one man who has beer in the 
habit of reaping good crops thinks 
he will harvest his record crop this 
year. 

There is no doubt that this has 
been an ideal year in which to irri- 
gate, and those people who ventured 
irrigation are well pleased with the 


results, Mr J, B, Johannsen of the 
Craigantler district has a wheat 
field of 100 acres which was fall 


irrigated and which is looking fine 
it is of an average height of about 
three feet and has just come into 
head. Mr H, H. Ellis, of the same 
district also has a fine field of wheat 
which was put in on land broken 
very late last summer and water put 
on to rot the sod. This field is 
also headed out and promises a 
spleadid yield. Mr Johannsen has 
a field ot barley which was yrown 
under fall irrigation and which 
promises weil. His Timothy also 
grown under irrigation is a wonder 
some of it going as high as 4ft 2in. 
What promises to be one of the, 
best crops of oats is one grown by 
Mr Robson at the Crowfoot Head- 
quarters which is now over 4ft high 

One of the best crops of wheat 
near Strathmore is a field of Mar- 
quis grown by Mr W, G. Way by 
the dry farming method. Mr Way 
has just finished stacking his first 
cutting of alfalfa this year. He 
estimates it has yielded about one 
ton per acre and judging by the 
way it is growing now it will make 
another good cutting this fall, 
This field has been irrigated this 
year, 

The experimental plots being 
grown for the government by Mr 
Waters suffered somewhat from 
heavy winds and rains on Sunday 
evening. Those crops which have 
been irrigated are of much heavier 
growth, but the dry plots are 
turther ahead. Mr Waters thinks 
thatall the plots will have time to 
ripen, but that will be according t 
the season. Mr Waters is here to 
carry on these experiments on be- 
half of the government and would | 
be glad to have the farmers come 
around to see how these experiments | 
are being carried out, 

These experiments are being made 
over a number of years so as to} 
know just what can be done with) 
irrigation, Besides having in plots 
of grain—peas, red clover, alfalfa 
and potatoes are being tried out, 


and the exact amount of water 
that is put on each plot is being 
measured, 

intends trying out several other 


kinds of forage crops and roots, 


The dairy department at the 
Demonstration Farm will move into 
their new premices within the next 
few days. The new plant is much 
larger than the one in use at present 
and up-to-date in every respect, and 
will enable this department to 
handle a lot more dairy produce 
and handle it more expeditiously.

Statistics of Implement Industry— 
Where the Factories Are—Many 
Canadians Find Work in Them 


In view of the general discussion 
of the agricultural implement indus- 
try, which has gone on all over Canada 
in the past few years, the following 
facts, as presented in the course of 
the budget debate in Ottawa recently, 
will be of great interest to all Can- 
dians, particularly those who live In 
the West. 

According to the census of 1911 
there are in Canada seventy-seven |m- 
plement factories, with a capital 
of $45,000,000. The number of em- 
ployes at factories and head offices, 
nearly all men, is 9,500 and the amount 
of salaries and wages paid is $5,560,- 
000. Materials used amount to $10,- 
400,000, and the value of products Is 
$20,700,000. There are fifty-four of

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTAM 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a tamily or any 
male over 18 years old, may homestead 
@ quarter section of available Vominion land i 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applican 
must appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district. Entry be 
proxy may be made at the office of any Local Agent 
of Domirion Lands ( not sub-agent J, on certain cos- 
ditions 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years A home 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a tarm of at least 80 acres on certain conditions. 
A habitable house is required in every case, excep 
when residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteacerin good standine 
may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

DutiesSix months residence in each of six years
